~ The fire was the most spectacular in 
the history of Caigary in many re- 
spects, both from its extent, raging 
through a double building of 150- 
froptage or Ninth avenue, between 
Centre and First street east, and from 
the avenue back to the lane; also be- 
cause of the maity dramatic episodes 
in the rescue cf uests from thie burning 
building. Some were taken from the 
frent windows cf the hetel down 1aa- 
ders by the firemen, and oihers were 
removed from fire esqapes in the rear 
of the building, . : i 

Approx'mately 200 men. women and 
children ran from the burnivg struc- 
ture, many of them half dressed, 
others clad only in their night robes, 
and carrying what articles of clothing 
thoy could snaich up.
